Section 1. In each city, except Boston 


there shall be appointed by the mayo 
subject to counrniution or rejection bv th 
board of aldermen; except where othe 
provision is inude in the city charter, 
board of health, consisting of three mem 
bers, who shall hold office for the terra o 
three years from the first Monday ii 
February next succeeding their appoint 
ment, one of whom shall be a doctor o 
medicine. They shall not be members o 
the city council. If snch boards are not 
already In existence, appointments shnl 
be made as herein provided of thre 
person's, one for the term of one year, on 
for the term of two years and one for th 
term of three years ; and thereafter on 
member shall be appointed annually fo 
the term of three years from the firs 
Monday in February next succeeding sue! 
appointment. Members of existing board: 
shall continue to'holdofiice until the. ap 
pointrnent of a new board in accordance 
with the provisions of "this act. Al 
vacancies shall be filled by appointmen 
for tlie unexpired term as above provided 
Each member so appointed shall be sub 
ject to removal by the mayor for cause 
and shall receive such compensation a 
the city council shall from time to timi 
determine.

Dear Sir: I have examined the statutes 


chnp. 332, Acts of 1895, as j-ou requested 
with a view to ascertain what duty it im 
poses on the mayor, in a city like'Lowell 
which already hns a boaru of health, cou 
sisting of three members. 


The statute is very poorly drawn, an 


it is difficult after the most careful study 
to reconcile its different provisions wit! 
each other, or to come to any sutisfactor; 
conclusions as to its meaning. The gen 
enil purpose of the statute seems to be ti 
establish a board of health, similarly, con 
stituted consisting of the same numbe: 
of persons, having tlfe same tenure o 
ofllce in each of the cities in the Common 
wealth, except Boston, and to place the 
responsibility for th-ir appointment ant 
good conduct in otHce upon the mayor. 
The first part of sec. 1 seems to require 
the appointment of three persons as mem- 
bers of the board of health, each for a 
term of three years. 


In view, howevor, of the subsequeni 


provisions contained in the same section 
applicable to cities, where such board.- 
are not already in existence requiring the 
appointment of the members for one. two 
and three years respectively, as well as 
the manifest impropriety of having the 
board of health go out of existence oncu 
every t.hree years, by the expiration at the 
same time of the terms of onices of all o] 
its members. 


I cannot believe that the legislature in- 


tended to make such a law. I am''there- 
fore of the opinion that it would be 11 
sufficient compliance with the law if jon 
member were appointe.d this year for a 
term of three years; and another appoint- 
ed for the same term next year and the 
year following.

A meetiniz of the lawyers of this greal 


commonwealth has a profounder mean- 
ing than suggestions for amendments to 
laws or facilities in procedure. By vlrtuo 
of our official distinction as officers of the 
court there devolves upon us public duties 
of the greatest importance. The larger 
the question and the greater the perils in- 
volved in its decision, the more clear ia 
the mission of the Bur association to givu 
to tho subject Its attention and to tho 
country the results of its caliu delibera- 
tion. 


Never during the 17 years of our eilst- 


ence has our meeting been hold at a period 
so interesting and at the same time so 
fraught with dangers. Ours is a lawyers 
government. It was the agitation by th 
patriotic members of the profession whic 
brought on tho Revolutionary War. 
was the conservative wisdom of the law 
yers which framed- the constitution of.th 
United States. Twenty of our 24 pras 
dents have been lawyers, as wore 24 of th 
W signers of tho Declaration of Indepent 
euco, and 80 of the 55 members of the con 
vention which framed tho constitution 
tho United States. A largo majority o 
the members of both houses of cougres 
aud of both houses of the legislatures o 
the several states have always been, am 
still lire, members of the profession. 


The checks and safeguards against revo 


lutionary action which distinguish th 
institutions of tho United States from 
thoHe of all other" democracies aro thi 
fruits of the -wisdom and foresight o 
great minds trained to the law. 
There 


fore the sentiment contained in Cicero' 
famous maxim, "silent leges inter orina,' 
is specially pregnant for the hour. Cicero 
was tho greatest lawyer of his time, anc 
of tho whole Roman period. 
When 


Cicero's throat was cut upon the highway 
by tho soldiers of Antony, the body 
Roman law, which protected life anc 
property, and judicially decided rights 
and remedied wrongs, and which hat 
been 500 years in slow and laborious con 
strnction, was buried with his blood. 


From^that time until the Dark Ages the 


will of the autocrat of the hour was tha 
law of the world. It devastated prov- 
inces. It depopulated countries. It made 
deserts of vast territories. It consigned to 
untimely graves with every form of horror 
and suffering untold millions of tho 
human race. The falling temple of lib- 
-erty carried dowu in its ruins civilization, 
law, learning, art, humanity and re- 
ligion. Centuries passed by, all dedicatee 
to war, uutll the church arrested its 
savagery for the moment by the truce ol 
God. 


But, for ages yet to come, under tho 


necessities for protection, induced by per- 
petual wars, Europe was divided into mas- 
ters and slaves—the masters the feudal 
lords, and their- armed retainers — the 
slaves, the tillers of the soil, the artisans 
and laborers. The tradition and educa- 
tion of the ages that rights could only be 
established and wrongs could only be 
redressed by the sword, . created the Law 
of the Sword. For hundreds of years all 
disputes were settled by the gauge of bat- 
tle. 
Bankers Are Arbiters. 


Only one power keeps the notions of 


Europe from 
instantly declaring war. 


Tho bankers and business men have be- 
come the arbiters between nations. In 
modern conflicts, so vase and expensive 
are the preparations for and operations of 
•war that the longest purse wins. The 
only two nations which may be said to be 
free from this thraldom, because of their 
wealth, their commerce and credit, are the 
United S',ates and Grout Britain. 


The events of the past few weeks havo 


demonstrated how easy it is to arouse the 
fightiopc blood among our own people. 
The strongest evidence of the fervor and 
•force of this sanguiuary sentiment among 
us today is the action of congress upon the 
president's Venezuela message. 
By the 


constitution of tho United States the war 
power belongs to congress, and yet tho 
senate and house of representatlyes with 
unanimity and hot haste rushed to record 
their approval of what they believed at 
the time to be a declaration uf war. 
The 


lesson seems to be enforced that a hasty 
or passionate president could plunge tho 
nation into war, and the reason and justi- 
fication for its sacrifices of blood and 
treasure and industrial interests would be 
left for academic discussion after the strife 
was over. 


There are occasions when war is both 


right and necessary, and' a nation must 


I embark upon it without counting the con-- 


sequences, but the issue <if battle is never 
certain, nor does the arbitrament of war 
always end in right and justice. The 
struggle between Prussia and Austria for 
supremacy in tho German empire was de- 
cided not by the. merits of the case, but

It was the agitation by tho 
patriotic members of tha profession which 
brought on the Revolutionary War. i! 
was the conservative wisdom of the law- 
yers which framed tha constitution of the 
United States. Twenty of our 2-1 presi- 
dents have been lawyers, as were 24 of the 
54 signers of the Declaration, of ludepeud- 
encc, and 30 of the 85 members of the con- 
vention which framed the constitution of 
the United States. A large majority of 
tho members of both houses of congress 
and of both houses of the legislatures of 
tho several states have always been, and 
still are, members of the profession. 


The checks and safeguards against revo- 


lutionary action which distinguish the 
institutions of the United States from 
those of, all other democracies nro tho 
fruits of the wisdom and foresight o( 
great minds trained to tho law. 
There- 


foro the sentiment contained in Cicero's 
famous maxim, "silent leges inter anna," 
is specially pregnant for the hour. Cicero 
was the greatest lawyer of his time, and 
of tho" whole Roman period. 
When 


Cicero's throat was cut upon tho hlehway 
by the soldiers of Antony', the body of 
Roman law, which protected life and 
property, and judicially decided rights 
and remedied wrongs, and which had 
been 600 years in slow and laborious con- 
struction, was buried with his blood.. 


From that time until the Dark Ages the 


will of the autocrat of the hour was the 
law of tho world. It devastated prov- 
inces. It depopulated countries. It made 
deserts of vast territories. It consigned to 
untimely graves with every form of horror 
and suffering untold millions of the 
human race. The falling temple of lib- 
erty carried down in ItSjTuins civilization 
l*w, learning, art, 
humanity, aud .re- 


ligion. Centuries passed by, all dedicated 
to war, until the church arrested ,its 
savagery for the moment by the truce of 
God. 


But, for ages yet to come, under the 


necessities for protection, Induced by per- 
petual wars, Europe was divided into mas- 
ters and slaves—the masters the feudal 
lords, and their armed retainers — the 
slaves, the tillers of the soil, the artisans 
and laborers. The tradition and educa- 
tion of the ages that rights could ouly be 
established and wrongs could only be 
redressed by the sword, created the Law 
of the Sword. For hundreds of years all 
disputes were settled by the gauge of but- 
tla. 
Backers Are Arbiter*. 


Only one power keeps the nations of 


Europe from 
instantly declaring war. 


The bankers and business man have be- 
come the arbiters between nations. In 
modern conflicts, so vast and expensive 
arc the preparations for and operations ol 
war that the longest purse wins. Tho 
only two nations which may bo said to bo 
free" from this thraldom, because of their 
wealthj their commerce-and credit, are the 
United States aud Great Britain. 
' The events of tho pasc few weeks havo 
demonstrated how easy it is to arouse the 
fighting blood among our own people 
The strongest evidence of the fervor ant 
force of this sanguinary sentiment among 
us today is the action of congress upon the 
president's Venezuela message. 
By the 


constitution of tho United States the wai 
power belongs to congress, and yet the 
senate and house of representatives with 
unanimity and hot haste rushed to recort 
their approval of what they believed at 
the time to bo a declaration of war. 
Tho 


Jbssou seems to bo enforced that a hasty 
or passionate president could plunge 'the 
nation into war, and the reason and justi- 
fication for its sacrifices of blood anct 
treasure and industrial interests would be 
left for academic discussion after the strife 
was over. 


There are occasions when war is both 


right and necessary, and a nation' must 
embark upon it without counting the con 
sequences, but the issue af battle is uever 
certain, nor does the arbitrament of war 
always end in right and justice. Tie 
struggle between Prussia aud Austria for 
supremacy in the German empire was de 
cidod not by the merits of the case, bu; 
by the needlo gun ia the hands of the 
Prussians used against the old-fashioned 
musket of the Austrians. 
" • 


Our war of 1812 was right If our dispute 


with Great Britain and our'demand for 
fair treatment and justice could not be 
settled by arbitration. It is a curious and 
impressive fact • that the 
purpose for 


which- that war was made was not gaiiiec 
by the war. The casus belli was not con 
sidered in the treaty of peace, but was 
settled afterward by arbitration. 
Tho 


Civil War might have been averted at om 
time by payment of a proper Indemnity 
to the owners of the slaves. 
' The republic united and free is worth al 
that it cost both in blood and treasure, 
and much mord; and yet, had the south 
been as strong iu credit and resources, 
with as largo an available fighting popu- 
lation as the north,: it is doubtful whether 
a war between men of the same, blood 
each thinking they were fighting for the 
right, would not have ended in a drawn 
battle. 


Coming to the portion of his remarks re- 


lating to the Monroe doctrine, he said: 


Now is tho time for the profession to 


perform a great work upon the lines o: 
the lawyers of the centuries in promoting 
international arbitration. 
The. present 


dispute between the 
English-speaking 


races which is agitating the world calls 
for both practical -. wisdom, aud legal acn- 


• jneii for its>olut-lon. 
There Is :no dissent 


in^this caiiu,try:froin the Monroe doctrine. 
No European aggressions upori-the.Amer- 
icas "will ,t» .permitted", by th»:\Unltec 


ject our sister republics to European des- 
potisms. 


Yet anyone who studies tho Monroe 


doctrine will see how in each individual 
case, except where there is a flagranl 
violation, like the French invasion of 
Mexico, the applicable Interpretation of rt 
should bo'the subject of judicial deter- 
mination. The president's message to con- 
gress presents a novel view of the princi- 
ple; If there'is a dispute as to a boundary 
lino between a South American republic 
and a European power, no matter how in- 
significant, we must demand that tha 
two governments arbitrate the line, and if 
they refuse, we must find out as"best wo 
can what tho line is and enforce it by war. 
If, however, pending our inquiry, the two 
parties agree, -we have 110further rights or 
duties. This seems to surrender the doc-! 
trine, if Venezuela or Brazil chooses ta j 
cell u portion oC its lands. 


A slight extension of the principle com- 


pels-us to assume a protectorate overall 
those republics. Their governments arc 
in almost perpetual revolution, and the 
military dictator of the hour confiscates 
property right and left, except that ol j 
foreigners. We might, at the whim 01 \ 
necessities of the successful military die-; 
tator of Venezuela or the Argentines, ol. 
'Brazil or Bolivia,'of Paraguay or Peru, ol 
Yucatan or Honduras, of Chili or 13'jlivia, 
be involved in frequent wars with the 
powers of Europe. This would require an 
immense navy and Uirgo standing army. 


_. The feeling iu thu-Uuitud Status agninsl 
Great Britain is moru easily aroused than i 
against other countries for many reasons, j 
Iu tho first place, wu are blood relations,! 
and family quarrels are always hasty and 
fierce. The attitude of her govern mcul 
during our Civil War was specially irritat- 
ing, and disputes about boundary linos 
and /Isnerltis have frequently nrlseii. Bur 
while (.his feeling has nut ubiitad with us, 
there has cume into puwcr iu Great Brit- 
ain a force unknown aud unheard of a: 
the timu of George HI or the war of 1S12, 
or even our Civil War. 'It is the all-power- 
ful democracy of Groat Britain which 
universal suffrage- has -.brought to thu 
front and which tuday Is the real power 
in the British islands. This force--is cor- 
dial in its friendship for our people and 
couii try.' • There arc no , obstacles in thu 
way of a peaceful adjustment upon a per- 
muucnt basis of all. present; aud future 
difficulties between the democratic spirit— 
the people—of the United States aud thu ! 
democratic spirit—the people—of GreaG 
Britain. 


United States' Position. 


The United States is the ouly nation .so 


situated that, it can.with honor and safety 
move upon the pathway of peace for au in- 
ternational court, of arbitration. North oi 
us lies.Canada with its vast territories. 
It seeks no war. It wants no hostilities 
and no disagreements with our republic. 
Su there is 110 danger from Canada. Tu 
the south-of us is Mexico, with (inly 12,000,- 
000 of 'people, of whom 10,000,000 are In- 
dians, uneducated and degraded. 
Wa 


need fear.nothing from Mexico. Farther 
away are the republics of the isthmus of 
Darien aud of South America. We havo 
no fear of them.' .And nowluol; ntEurope. 


It is 3000 .miles across the ocean from 


the nearest seaport of any European power 
to any seaport of the United States. Ac- 
cording to the census of. 389U wo have 
9;200,POO fighting men. 
The experience "of 


the Civil War has shown, that from them 
could 
be drafted, mobilized aud in- 


structed in three months 8,000,000 of sol- 
diers. ,- All -the transports aud navies ol 
the world could not laud upon our shores 
an army which could march 103 mile^t 
from the sea coast, or ever return to their 
ships. With all the world iu arms against 
us, the vase interior pf our continent, ex- 
cept iu its industrial and eco'nomlc phases, 
would know nothing of the trouble and 
never see a foreign uniform—except on a 
prisoner of war. 


Had there been an international court 


of arbitration iu the Venezuelan matter, 
Lord Salisbury could not have pleaded 
that there was a boundary line embracing 
territory so long and unquestionably held 
by'the British that they could not in 
honor submit one question of their title .to 
the court. 


Secure In our isolation, supreme In our 


resources, unequalcd in our reserves, and 
free from dangerous neighbors, we occupy 
among the nations of -the fflobe a position 
so exalted and safe that to compare ua 
with other countries would, bo absurd. 
The statesman or the politician who'reully 
fears for the safety of this country is n 
fool. Tho statesman or politiciau who 
doos not fear (bscause'ho' knows better), 
.and .who yot preaches of our weakness and 
pur vulnerability, lea domngogue; and lip 
insults the intelligence of tho American 
people. This great reservoir of force for 
all purposes—the American republic—this 
mightiest engine of war and most benefi- 
cent power for'peace-on the face of tho 
glqbe, can extend Che right hand of fellow- 
ship to warring brethren across the At- 
lantic and promulgate'with honor and 
dignity a scheme for au intoruational-tri* 
bunal, and lead In the movement. 


Tho Idea of securing'at any early data 


an international court representing and 
embracing all the nations of Europe and 
of N"orth and SDUth America Is probably 
ut present Utopian. The tremendous wo'r 
spirlb'existlng among tho peoples of con- 
tinental Europe, the office-holding antj 
patronage', of their armies, tha probloma 
of race, balance of power -and dynasty in-' 
volved, would deter any of 'those nations 
from an immediate acceptance of the in- 


. teruational court. 


•'•Butthe United States and Great Brit- 


• ain have no reason to be guided by the 
standards of the continent. They have 
the same common law. Their' legislation 
has been for the past • 50; years along 
similar Hues of; progress and 
liberty. 


Their courts and methods ot procedure are 
alike in inost of their characteristics. 
It is possible for these two "great coun- 


tries, ouc of this present difficulty, to 
evolve a tribunal of international law aud 
justice, which shall be In perpetual ses- 
sion, ' whoga members shall be selected 
with Buch.eare, whose dignity shall receiva 
such recognition and whose reputation 
shall bo so great that eaoh nation can sub. 
mit to it any question in dispute and bow 
to its decision with safety and honor. 


We, the, lawyers of the United States, 


and our brethren, the lawyers of' Great 
Britain, faithful to "the traditions of ouz 
profession'and the high calling of our or- 
der, can agitate'and educate for the orea- 
' tiori of this great court. We recall that 
eveu in.the days of almost universal as- 
"sent" to the dlvine'authorlity of kings, Jus- 
tice Coke could' boldly challenge and 
.'dheck'the autocratic Charles, with tho 
judgment that the law was superior to the 
will ot the sovereign.
